Please see my attached map and drawing. If I understand correctly, this is what you are referring to. The northeast corner of this intersection is CD4 and the crosswalk. So the diagonal crosswalk would go from CD13 to CD4. 

As for the 2 existing crosswalks you suggested for removal, the one from SW corner of Vermont/Hollywood to the triangle is also shared b/w the 2 CDs, and the one from NE corner of Vermont/Hollywood to triangle is entire in CD4.
